for if there was one thing more 
another which has received the hearty and 
uncompromising support of Mr, Flint, it 
has been a scheme to open up and develop 
tho vast mineral resources of North Hast- 
ings. For a long number of years, a rail- 
way to the heart of the mineral region has 
beon advocated by the hon, gentloman— 
and it is only a few months ago, that he 
was prepared to pledge the County Council 
of Hastings to the sum of 375,000 for the 
North Hastings and Belleville Railway, 
besides large additional bonuses from the 
various Municipalities, which he was pre- 
pared to advocate, and did advocate. True, 
the present proposed By-law does not take 
in a branch railway to Tweed and Bridge 
water, but this fact does not alter the basis 
upon which the promoters of the schenic 
make their claims—nor does it lessen the 
value of the advantages to be derived from 
the construction of a main line into the 
heart of the iron region, While the condi- 
tions and guarantees given by the pro 
moters of the present scheme, make it far 
safer to the people who give the money, 
than the By-law did which Mr. Flint help- 
ed to frame and promised to support. We 
aro, therefore, somewhat surprised to see 
the hon. gentleman take the position he 
does, and particularly when he attempts to 
sustain that position by arguments most 
flimsy and fallacious, and by theories which 
appear utterly absurd and ridiculous, 

Let us briefly look at some of the points 
attempted to be made against the By-law. 
The first of any importance is the repre- 
sentation that Mossrs, Pardee & Lloyd 
might put up Smelting Works that would

the States. Any practical man who knows 
anything about masonry, brick and iron, 
and the peculiar construction of furnaces, 
must be satisfied as to the utter fallacy of 
the representation of the hon. gentleman, 
As tothe guarantee, therefore, that the 
works will be run continuously for years, 
there can be no safer or better, unless we 
believe that Messrs. Pardee & Lloyd are 
fools, and have any amount of Money to 
throw away.

‘As to the contingency of the possible 
death of Mr. Pardee causing the stoppage 
of the Works, we are surprised that a gen- 
tleman of Mr. Flint’s knowledge and expe- 
rience should endeayor to nse such an un- 
sound peg to hang an argument upon. 
Everybody knows that great manufacturing 
enterprises do not die with their founders, 
but that thoy survive and are carried on 
either by*the heirs or by the surviving 
partners, and others who are always ready 
to associate themselves in paying enter- 
prises, and inyest their capital in any busi- 
ness which is likely to be productive. For 
instance, Mr. Flint founded a yery, large 
lumbering concern in this County, and a 
short time ago retired from the direction 
of the Belleville branch ; but this business 
is carried on with as much diligence as when 
he was at the head of affairs. Why, 
therefore, should he presume that other 
cases would be different from his own! 
Such a position is not worthy the hon. gen- 
tleman, and we are surprised and pained to 
sco him indulge in this and other equally 
flimsy arguments in his letter. The fact 
is, that Mr. Flint has no good ground for 
his opposition to the By-Law, and in his 
attempts to conjure up objections to it, he 
fails most decidedly and absolutely. 

It was probably scarcely necessary to 
take up 80 much space in refuting the argu- 
ments advanced by Mr. Flint, for the best 
answer to those arguments after all, is the 
position formerly occupied by that gentle- 
man in connection with Railway schemes 
opening up and developing the mineral re- 
sources of North Hastings. It is unfortu 
nate, probably, that the scheme did not 
embrace a branch line to Tweed and Bridge- 
water, and thus secure the trade and min- 
eral development of that section of country. 
But it will be an easy matter for tho Mu- 
nicipalities interested, in connection with 
private enterprise, to build at any time 
hereafter, these branch lines. Meanwhile, 
we hope and sincerely trust that every well 
wisher of this Town and County—and we 
trust to find Mr. Flint among the number— 
will use every possible legitimate effort to 
secure the passage of the proposed By-Law. 
It has been carefally drawn up and revised, 
by the ablest legal gentlemen in town, and

An Important Decision, 


The following decision of Judge Wilson, 
given in the North Victoria election case, 
isof the utmost importance, as showing 
what improperly marked ballots cast at 
an election may be held good and what 
must be rejected.

Crows AND oTHER Brrps. —Crows are not | 
so black as they are painted. On the whole 
they do more good than harm. While they 
will damage some corn at this season, they 
are working for the farmer the rest of the 
year, To poison them is a great mistake, 
4s well as an. unnecessary cruelty. Keep 
them out of the fields of sprouting corn, by 
Scarocrows or any other device, but their 
lives should not be sacrificed by shot or 
poison, ‘The same will apply to the majori- 
ty of birds,- Even owls and hawks do some 
good, and there are methods of proventi 
thom from doing mischief on the f 
without slaughtering thom indiscriminately. 

Gratw Frecos.—Fine fertilizers of any 
kind may be applied to winter or spring 


grain, Wood ashes, Ped droppings, 
plaster or guano, are all valuable at this 
season, 


Mrapows.—Do not pasture meadows. 
There is nothing gained by it. It would bo 
more profitable ta buy hay or roots, than 
todo this. Any of the fine fertilizers be- | 
fore mentioned, are as applicable to grass 
as to grain crops, 

Mowrxe Macurs Onrainy days it 
will be well to overhaul the mower, Take 
out all the bolts, clean all the mowing parts 
and gears with kerosene oil, then oil them | 
with pureJard or sperm oil,.. and replace 
the bolts, first putting some clean tallow on 
the serew-threads of the bolts and nuts.

Cold and damp are the 
causes of more fatality among chicks, than 
any other evils. Young ducks are excel- 
lant to destroy insects in the garden ; a hen 
or two cooped with broods of ducklings, 
will do more good in this way, than almost 
any other remedy, and they are self-acting. 


Stterr,—Ewes with early lambs, if not 
to be kept for breeding, should be kept 
well fed and separated from the lambs as | 
soon as there is good grass. The lambs 
should have alittle extra food during wean. 
ing. Wean the lambs gradually during & 
week or ten days. ; y 

Roavs.—This is the best time in the. year | 
to. repair roads: The surfaces,of holes or |

The third wound—in 
the muscles of the left arm—was received 
during Gen. Grant’s succession of battles 
before Petersburg. 
| The second wound was received on Aug. 
29th, 1862. The 6th regiment, to which 
Robinson was attached, was supporting the 
5th regiment, New Jersey volunteers, which 
had been deployed as skirmishers and was 
charging on the enemy. Ofthe shooting 
Robinson recollects that a sharp pain darted 
through his ear and into his head, and then 
he remembered nothing more. He wasleft 
for dead, and remained on the battle field 
dt lenst an honr, but was finally remoyed 
dnd taken to the division hospital, suffering 
untold agony from a musket ball wound, 
The ball, cither a minic or musket ball, en- 
fered the leff ear, cutting off the pendulous 
lobe and taking an upward course through 
the brain and lodged near the upper part of 
the occipital bone. The woun bled pro- 
fuscly, and semi-consciousness returned to 
him. Dr. Wiley, now of Cape May, who 
was the division hospital surgeon at the 
time, probed for the ball, but was unable 
toxench it. Robinson convalesced rapidly, 
and in a short time was able to bear trans: ~ 
portion to the United States general hos- ~ 
pital, at Chester, Pa. where the wound was 
again probed in yain f ‘the ball. In three 
months’ time Robinson was returned to his 
regiment and performed faithful service 
with it, for which he was promoted to a 
gergeancy, and remained with it until the 
close of tho war. Ina conversation with 
dur representative, Robinson informed him.

Emigration always has its main spring in 
the fact that the labor of certain countries 
is redundant. There are too many men on 
the ground for all to prosper. They cannot 
all earn a decent livelihood if they would. 
They cannot of course save anything against 
a rainy day, or put by a portion for old age. 
A country whdse labor market is in this 
condition, will inevitably have a system of 

pauperis, The laborer is but one ste;

inevitably sinks into it when a reverse 
comes, or when age has taken away his 
power to work...A redundance of labor 
and a system of panperism ‘are natural 
concomitants of oneanother. The nation at 
largein reality makes up the deficient rwages 
of the laborer. But itis a costly process. 
It cannot be accomplished jwithout an en- 
ormous «mount of machine: Highly-paid 
oft and an army, of officers of inferior 
grade are required to administer it. Costly 
buildings are deemed essential to its proper 
working. All these have to be paid for out 
of the same fund, and@all add to the enor- 
mous amount paid yearly by the nation in 
supplementing the scanty earnings of the 
poor by Poor Law relief. 

Now, if a large exodus of the poorer 
classes takes place, there will undoubtedly 
be a rise in wages. But let us markall the 
consequences which flow from this exodus. 
First, there will undoubtedly be a steady ~ 
diminution of pauperism, owing to the 
greater prosperity of the laborer. And 
what the country expends more on wages 
will undoubtedly be saved in the Poor Law 
relief. So far, then, things are equalized, 
and England is really no poorer by being 
relieved of surplus population. But let us 
follow these laborers to Canada. Here 
they obtain work. They have good wages. 
They begin to know what it is to have the 
power to wear decent clothes, to saye mo- 
ney, and, if married, to have many little 
comforts and Iuxuries they never could 
They be- 
gin, in fact, to buy store goods, and they 
continue and increase in this line jor by 
year, as they get on in the world. But by 
far the greater part of these goods are Eng- 
They are produced in Manchester, 
or Birmingham, or Leeds. So, then, the 
working of emigration is this; The man- 
ufacturer of Manchester or Glasgow has 
got a new customer. Instead of a pau- 
per whom he had to support, he now

If it is not wanted for | 
any such purpose, leave it in hoaps, and by | 
forking over two or three times during tho | 
sumer, it will become well rotted in tinio 
for use the next fall. 

Woe havo nover experienced any difficulty | 
in thoroughly rotting tho coarsest kind of | 
corn stalks in one summer, by forking over |

Old manure is also better than new on

Terrible Mutiny at Sea.

by Mr. Doyle, the Inspector’ of the “Local 


| Government Board in England, to depreciate 


these ladies and their efforts in the estimation 
of this country. The. loosé charges which 
that gentleman has. preforred against Miss 
Rye and Miss pherson have naturally 
aroused considerable indignation here, and the 
labors of the select committee on Immigration 
during the last session. of Parliament, ~have 
done something towards vindicating the char- 
acter and usefulness of the work in Which 
these ladies are engaged, as well as demion- 
strating that their method of operation can 
hardly be improved upon. Yesterday we re= 
ferred to the conclusions of the gommittee on 
the general subject of Immigration to the Do. 
minion, and to-day we shall glance at the 
nature of the evidence furnished them in re- 
gard to Miss Macpherson's and Miss Rye’s 
system of encouraging the emigration of pau- 
per ant destitute ehifcenr to this ‘country. 
This portion of their labours; iadeed; forms Dy 
far the largest portion of the Blue Book which 
has just been issued.

Miss Macpherson has brought out to this 
country from Great Britain some 2,000 chil- 
dren since 1870, of whom 300 were girls and 
1,700 were boys. 350 of them were taken 
from various workhouses, and the remaining 
1,650 from distressed and orphaned families, 
or waifs gathered from the streeta of large 
cities, Miss Rye, since 1869, has brought oat 
1,102 girls and 202 boys, besides some 68 
adult women, whose usefulness began during 
tke voyage in helping to tend to.the children, 
When we consider that this work is bnt in its 
infancy, had that its foture progress and de- 
velopment, are largely dependent pon the 
success of the work in which these two ladies 
are at present engaged, it is easy to seo the 
importance which it is to the Dominion to re- 
fute the extravagant statements made by Mr. 
Inspector Doyle. That gentleman virtually 
charges Miss Macpherson and Miss Rye with 
failing in the duties which they have under 
taken in connection with English workhouse 
children, and claims that they have not 
maintained the care and supervision over 
them whigh they promised. This is abun- 
dantly refuted by the evidence of respectable 
and trustworthy witnesses, giten. before the 
Committee in question, In regard to. Miss 
Macpherson's children, it was sworn that
